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Family’s tribute 
to ‘darling boy* 


THE heartbroken family of 
a young man who died 
after being involved in a 
car crash have paid tribute 
to their “darling boy”. 

Thomas Carr, 23, from 
Dalham, died with his family 
beside him at West Suffolk 
Hospital after suffering 
multiple injuries in the 
collision. 

The tragic accident happened on 
the evening of Sunday, December 
13, when Mr Carr’s blue Ford Ranger 
pick-up truck came off the road and 
crashed into a tree. 

Emergency services and fire crews 
rushed to the incident in Front 
Street, Ousden, and Mr Carr was cut 
free from the wreckage by 
firefighters. 

But he died two days later after 
being in a critical condition. 

In a statement, Mr Carr’s family 
said they were “immensely proud” 
of him. 

They said: “Tom was only 23- 
years-old but had the enthusiasm 
and drive of someone much older, 
yet still remained able to be laid 
back and relaxed. 

“He lived life to the full, always 
believing the cup to be half full not 
half empty. 

“He was never willing to let an 
adventure go by without him being 
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part of it. 

“He had wonderful friends who 
he loved dearly. 

“They have made us realise just 
how well thought of and loved he 
was throughout the area. 

“We thank you for this, and all the 
cards and letters from people who 
knew him.” 

The family added: “We have been 
told tales of Tom’s friendship, 
helpfulness, encouragement, 
support as well as practical jokes. 

“He truly will be missed by all 
who knew him. 

“He seemed to touch so many 
peoples’ lives making them a richer 
place for him having been there. 

“While we mourn the loss of our 
darling boy, we are immensely 
proud of the man he became - 
bringing smiles since October 6, 
1986.” 

An inquest into Mr Carr’s death 
has been opened and adjourned at 
the coroner’s office in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

An investigation into the collision 
is ongoing.

To find out where your nearest HWRC is, visit 
www.suffolkrecycling.org.uk and click on ‘local 
services’. 

As well as Christmas recycling, residents can also 
take a wide range of materials and bulkier items, 
such as furniture and garden waste, including 
Christmas trees, for recycling or re-using. 

People should check with their local district or 
borough council to find the best way to recycle 
them. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, Suffolk County Council’s 
portfolio holder for waste, said: “There is a need 
for us all to do more to reduce, re-use and recycle 
our own waste, as we are not only running out of 
space in landfill sites, but we also accept this is 
not an environmentally friendly way of dealing with 
our waste. 

“The festive period can create a huge amount of 
waste, such as wrapping paper, boxes and glass 
bottles.

Be on guard for 
‘lethal’ bottles 

SUFFOLK Trading Standards has stopped 
a consignment of potentially lethal 
electric hot water bottles from entering 
the UK. 

But they are concerned that more may 
be in circulation and residents are being 
urged to be on their guard. 

Reg Ruffles, Suffolk’s assistant county 
trading standards officer, said: “The fact 
that the team have stopped these from 
entering the country is a great result but 
our concern is that similar products are 
known to be on sale via internet auction 
sites. 

“People may use these items thinking 
they are safe but they may receive an 
electric shock if the product leaks. 

“Our tests on the water bottles stopped 
at the Port of Felixstowe show that the 
product does not meet safety require¬ 
ments, as electrodes are used to directly 
heat the water.”

A WOMAN who was forced to 
leap to safety from her burning 
flat earlier this month has been 
released from hospital. 

The woman, who is believed 
to be in her 30s, was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital after 
the blaze in her first-floor flat 
in George Lambton Avenue, 
Newmarket. 

But police have confirmed 
she has now been released. 

The woman was treated for 
smoke inhalation and back 
injuries after jumping from the 
window to escape the flames. 

A man, also believed to be in 
his 30s, was in the flat at the 
time and was rescued by 
firefighters. 

He is still at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in a critical condition. 

A Suffolk police spokesman 
said: “The man is still being 
treated and is in a critical 
condition. 

“However, his injuries are 
not life-threatening.” 

The devastating fire was 
started deliberately in the 
hallway and is being investi¬ 
gated as “arson endangering 
life”. 

The flat was badly damaged 
and four people were treated 
for smoke inhalation at the 
scene.

Hall project is 
on despite cuts 


WORK on a long-awaited 
new village hall will start in 
the New Year - despite a 
council grant cut leaving 
the project with a £60,000 
funding shortfall. 

Villagers at Moulton thought 
they had got enough cash for their 
new hall, due to cost around 
£480,000 - until Forest Heath 
District Council told them they 
would not be getting a grant for a 
third of the amount as expected. 

Instead the council has 
awarded a grant of £100,000 
towards the scheme leaving the 
village with a continued search 
for the remaining £60,000. 

Bill Rampling, chairman of the 
parish council, said there was 
“extreme disappointment” at the 
district council’s decision. 

He said: “We felt the district 
council hasn’t honoured an 
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obligation. They should have 
found the money from some¬ 
where. They have decided their 
corporate policies are more 
important than looking after the 
community. They are prepared to 
spend frivolously on consultants 
for all sorts of things. 

“We feel we have been let down 
at the last minute. This was a real 
blow and very demoralising for 
people who had got their hopes 
up.” 

But he said the scheme to 
replace the old village hall would 
still go ahead with work due to 
start on Monday. 

“The parish council is backing 
the project 100 per cent. We are 
taking out a loan and we are due 
to get £100,000 in section 106 


(planning gain) money from a 
nearby development, but the 
money won’t come through for 
about a year.” 

He said more fund-raising 
would be carried out locally and 
some aspects of the scheme 
might have to be cut back. 

The old hall is a former 
agricultural building built about 
60 years ago. 

The village has been fund¬ 
raising for the new hall for about 
10 years. 

Cllr Stephen Edwards, 
chairman of the council’s 
corporate services committee, 
said: “We would love to be able to 
do more to help our 
communities, but due to financial 
circumstances beyond our 
control, we are under severe 
economic pressure and unable to 
help any more at the current 
time.”

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Ambulance 
crews clean 
up their act 


AMBULANCE staff 
across the eastern 
region have cleaned 
up their act after a 
health watchdog 
criticised their 
“dirty” vehicles. 

The East of England 
Ambulance Service, which 
operates paramedic ser¬ 
vices in the region, came 
under fire in October after 
the Care Quality Comm¬ 
ission (CQC) said poor 
levels of cleanliness could 
put patients at risk of 
infection. 

The watchdog said veh¬ 
icles at seven of the 
ambulance service’s 100 
stations visited in unan¬ 
nounced checks were 
“dirty” and seats “grimy”. 

It said the service had 
“breached the regulation 
to protect patients, 
workers and others from 
the risks of acquiring a 
healthcare-associated 
infection”. 
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But recent spot checks 
revealed the service had 
sorted its cleanliness 
problems after ordering a 
review of its infection 
prevention measures. 

Dr Scott Turner, one of 
the service’s joint medical 
directors, said: “We took 
the initial inspection 
report extremely seriously 
as the safety of our 
patients and staff is an 
absolute priority to us. 

“We were already doing 
a lot of work in relation to 
infection prevention and 
control (IPC) but the CQC 
highlighted where more 
had to be done. 

“The return visit made 
by the CQC last month 
has reflected our ability to 
address these require¬ 
ments and recom¬ 
mendations in the fight 
against the spread of 
infection. 


“I must commend our 
staff in their work to 
ensure this was being 
implemented.” 

He added: “The support 
and enthusiasm right 
across the trust has meant 
we have been able to 
make such a dramatic 
turn- around.” 

Actions taken by the 
trust included implemen¬ 
tation of tougher infection 
control measures, the 
inclusion of clinical staff 
to help measure infection 
prevention, the purchase 
of new cleaning materials 
and detergent wipes and 
greater promotion of 
infection control among 
staff. 

Dr Turner added: 
“Ensuring consistent high 
standards of cleanliness is 
a challenge - but we will 
continue driving up our 
infection control standards 
to keep IPC high on the 
agenda so that it’s part of 
every day practice for 
staff.”

I cannot force 
through plan 

Sir, The accusation in an 
advertisement by the Save Historic 
Newmarket group that I am “forcing 
through” apian to develop Hatchfield 
Farm was undignified, unpleasant 
and untrue {Weekly News, December 
17). 

Personal attacks online or on the 
pages of our newspapers will do 
nothing for the people of Newmarket. 
Newmarket needs to grow - the 
question is by how much and by 
when? Without new houses, how will 
toddlers in town today be able to buy 
a home in Newmarket when they 
grow up? 

What about our hard working small 
businesses and retailers - do they also 
want to turn away extra customers? 
The government demands we plan for 
6,400 new houses in the district by the 
year 2031. 

The council has proposed 1,200 of 
those houses should be in the north 
east of Newmarket. This is less than a 
town the size of Newmarket should 
have, but if this is still too many, where 
else in the district can we put them? 
Should other villages and towns in the 
district become dormitories for 
Newmarket? Which of them can 
support this amount of housing, on 
top of their current allocations? 

I am just one vote amongst 27 in the 
council and am not a member of the 
planning committee that will decide 
the Hatchfield Farm planning 
application. 

A few weeks ago the working group I 
chair could not be persuaded to 
change the way we hold some of our 
meetings. 

To suggest I can force a plan through 
is deliberately misleading, 
underestimates my colleagues and is 
an insult to their independence on 
planning matters. 

I am looking forward to two 
important events in the new year. The 
Inspector will publish his views on the 
housing targets for Newmarket, and 
we will have a General Election and 
the Conservative government that this 
country has been crying out for. 

My New Year’s wish is that both will 
allow us to discuss the housing 
Newmarket needs, not what 
government targets say we must fit in. 
Until then I will not risk losing control 
of planning in Newmarket by 
pretending those targets do not exist 
or can be ignored.

Free parking is 
cost effective 

Sir, I feel I must comment on the 
parking charges increases for 
Newmarket passed by the Forest 
Heath District Council Conservative 
majority {Weekly News, December 
24). 

The extra £55,831 'profit', which the 
increases will allegedly bring is, of 
course, a theoretical forecast based 
on assumptions of future car park 
usage. 

The laws of supply and demand 
would suggest that with a fixed 
supply of car park spaces the 
increases in charges will reduce 
demand for car park usage and thus 
reduce - not increase - income; a 
20 per cent reduction in use would 
negate the increases. 


Indeed, as fines, most associated 
with misunderstanding of the need 
for a ticket for the free half hour, 
have consistently accounted for 20 
per cent of income, the abolition of 
the free half hour is likely to 
produce a deficit. 

The financial and economic 
analyses in my letter of November 
26 are based on facts, that is 
FHDC’s income and expenditure 
accounts for the years 2004 to date, 
which show that free parking is as 
cost effective as charging, due in 
large part to the £100,000 annual 
cost of car park management, since 
lanuary by a firm called TPC. 

The glaring effect of increasing, or 
indeed having, car park charges, 
which the FHDC Conservative 
majority blithely ignore is that any 
reduction in visitors to the town 
will result in reduced business for 


shops which could bring empty 
premises which do not pay 
business rates. 

Colin Buchanan Consultants, who 
are being paid £30,000-odd by 
FHDC, have recently started their 
consultation re a long term parking 
strategy. 

It seems, however, that any 
suggestions or recommendations 
they might make re parking charges 


will be ignored. 

Clearly FHDC’s Tories are unwilling 
to admit to any mistakes or even 
concede they might not have been 
right and the residents of the town 
and district will suffer for 
councillors’ pride and arrogance. 
Happy New Year to one and all.

Slippery paths 
anger residents

COUNCIL chiefs are being 
blasted for failing to grit 
pedestrianised areas across 
Suffolk during icy weather. 

Outrage has hit the streets of 
Newmarket and surrounding villages 
after Suffolk County Council gritted 
the region’s roads but did not do the 
same on footpaths and shopping 
areas. 

People were left slipping and 
sliding across the town centre as 
thick ice built up on surfaces. 

High Street, Exning Road and Old 
Station Road, to name just a few, 
were all left without grit, leaving 
them in “lethal” conditions, 
according to residents and shoppers. 

Malcolm Wright, 67, of Windsor 
Road, contacted the Weekly News 
about the issue. 

He said: “The roads were all 
gritted, which obviously makes it 
safe for motorists.

“But conditions for pedestrians 
were definitely ignored. 

“It took me almost an hour to walk 
into town because the footpaths 
were so icy and the amount of 
people slipping was unbelievable. 

“The lack of grit made them lethal 
and there must have been casualties 
as a result of this.” 

Patricia Cornwall, of New 
Cheveley Road, said: “Every walkway 
and footpath across the town was 
dangerous. 

“The ice was thick and black in 
patches, making it difficult for 
people to walk around. 

“I feel sorry for the elderly people 
who maybe wanted to get into town 
to do some Christmas shopping as it 
really was not safe for them to do so. 

“The council should have gritted 
the footpaths as much as the roads.” 


Footpaths in Burwell, Exning, 
Snailwell and the majority of villages 
were also left icy. 

A resident of The Causeway, 
Burwell, said: “Every surface was like 
a mirror. 

“The council failed to grit most of 
the village’s footpaths and as a result 
the place was like an ice rink. 

“I think it is a disgrace and as ever, 
the snow really caught us out again 
due to the lack of preparations.” 

A Suffolk County Council 
spokeswoman said: “Suffolk County 
Council are continuing to work with 
the district and borough councils in 
keeping Suffolk moving during these 
extreme weather conditions. 

“Gritters have been working 
around the clock to keep main 
routes and priority roads running. 

“We have over the past few days 
been able to get out to footways and 
pathways in the main shopping 
areas.” 


New Year warning 
on ‘legal highs’ 

REVELLERS celebrating the New Year 
festivities are being warned about the 
dangers of taking ‘legal highs’. 

The Suffolk Drug and Alcohol Team is 
alerting people about the risks in dabbling 
with these substances, which although 
called ‘legal highs’, have not been 
endorsed by the government or the NHS. 

Simon Aalders, team manager, said: 
“The key message for anyone considering 
using these chemicals is, do not drink 
alcohol. 

“It is important to remember that these 
chemicals have not been tested on 
anything, so by taking them, you are 
taking an experimental substance. 

“No one really knows how this stuff will 
affect people, either in the short or long 
term. 

“We also want to warn people that 
everyone reacts differently to these 
chemicals and just because you took the 
same substance last week, it doesn’t mean 
you will get the same effect this week, or 
that if your mate took it, you will have the 
same reaction as them. 

“Another point to remember is that just 
because the packaging looks good, the 
name sounds cool or the person you are 
buying it from seems to be offering you 
some advice, does not make these 
chemicals safe.”

Merging police 
'not best option’ 


CHIEF constable Julie 
Spence has hit out at 
possible plans to create a 
four-county superforce 
involving Cam¬ 

bridgeshire, Suffolk, 
Norfolk and Lincoln¬ 
shire. 

Cambridgeshire’s top police 
officer said she was 
“unconvinced” about the 
benefits of the move after it 
was reported that plans to 
merge the four forces were 
being “actively pursued”. 

The plans could lead to the 


creation of a force the size of 
Greater Manchester Police, 
and could save tens of millions 
of pounds to boost frontline 
policing. 

Mrs Spence said: “Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is exploring a 
variety of options as to what 
the future might look like. 

“We already collaborate 
within the region on a variety 
of issues and our flexible 
approach allows us to 
collaborate with Norfolk and 
Suffolk on some issues, Herts 
and Beds on others and the 
wider region on issues such as 


serious and organised crime. 

“Similarly we are involved 
with all the other public ser¬ 
vices in Cambridgeshire, look¬ 
ing at how we can better deliv¬ 
er public services to the people 
living within our county 

“Indeed, we feel these are 
options that need to be fully 
explored before going to what 
appears to be a large 
geographic police service. 

“At the moment I am 
unconvinced that this is the 
best option to deliver the 
responsive frontline services 
and leadership required in a 


complex county such as Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“I do not believe the public 
would accept the major 
upheavals and service dis¬ 
ruption that mergers could 
cause until every other stone 
has been turned.” 

A police authority spokes¬ 
woman added: “We are 
currently unconvinced of the 
benefits to local people of a 
full-scale merger on the basis 
of the same concerns we 
identified when the prospect 
first came about three years 
ago.”

Mildenhall 


THE Gods of the weather failed to 
shine on the final Horringer Crafts 
meeting of 2009, held in the village 
hall, just outside Ickworth Park, on 
December 6. 

Not until 1pm, nearly half-way 
through the planned session, did 
the heavy rain ease off, giving hope 
to the stallholders who again 
offered a wide range of goods. 

Some, in fact, made few, if any, 
sales during the day, even to the 
extra few visitors who braved the 
damp after lunch. Two of the 


busiest stallholders were the 
refreshment lady and the fundraiser 
helper. 

The last-named, in fact, was 
probably the most successful 
overall on the occasion for both 
visitors and stallholders combined 
to raise well over £70 for the St 
Nicholas Hospice. 

■ While very sad that its chairman 
Jim Warzbrger had been forced to 
return to the US for a family 
funeral, members of Mildenhall and 
district Probus Club enjoyed their 
final ‘outside lunch’ trip to 


Swaffham on December 9. 

Joining them for the special 
Christmas meal in the George Hotel 
were their spouses and a regular 
group of friends, some 60-strong 
in all. 

An excellent array of more than 
20 prizes, all generously donated, 
brought anticipation to most, then 
pleasure to the winners over 
coffee, before the return journey. 

This was not the last meeting 
this year. After Monday’s session, 
in the social club, Bernard 
Ransome organised a relaxing 


morning there on Monday, 
December 28, not a day which, 
being so close to Christmas, is 
usually utilised. 

■ Late night shopping returned to 
Mildenhall for the first time in some 
years, on December 10, with a 
large group of participants of all 
ages. 

The show got on the road at 
5pm when children from three local 
primary schools, with more than 
150 others, gathered on the High 
Street, at St Mary’s church, in front 
of the dark Christmas tree.

Officers of FHDC and the 
Community Partnership went on 
their rounds, with helpful support 
from the Suffolk Constabulary - 
officers and PCSOs - in what was 
a welcome return to a festivity for 
which plans are already on the 
stocks for 2010.

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Village head 
petitions over 
paperwork 
‘mountain’

A VILLAGE school head has 
launched a petition against 
mounting paperwork faced by 
teachers. 

Kevin Bullock, head of Fordham 
Primary School, hopes to force 
politicians to reverse what he described 
as the “ridiculous bureaucratic and over- 
prescriptive financial regulations” which 
primary schools have to deal with. 

Mr Bullock, 55, previously took up the 
issue in 2003 when he met the then 
Prime Minister Tony Blair. 

But Mr Bullock said the situation had 
got worse since Mr Blair promised to 
tackle the issue. 

Tm not just speaking for myself, I’m 
speaking out for all head teachers who 
can no longer run their schools properly 
because of the amount of time they are 
tied to a desk,” he said. 

“Politicians simply decided to transfer 
a financial framework compatible to 
large organisations like Tesco’s and 
dumped it on head teachers. 

“The degree of prescription and 
minute detail is mind-boggling.” 

He has called the petition REPAIR - 
Reduce Excessive Paperwork and 
Irrelevant Regulations in schools. 

Mr Bullock, who is also a consultant 
advising head teachers across East

Anglia, said schools that listened less to 
Government strategies and initiatives 
performed better than those that did.

Shops praised for halt on 
underage alcohol sales 


SHOPKEEPERS have been 
praised - for heeding a 
campaign to curb sales of 
alcohol to young people 
under 18. 

Since the end of 
September, the trading 
standards team in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire has been 
using under-age volun¬ 
teers to check if shops 
around the county will 
sell them drink. 

More than 40 “test 
purchases” were carried 
out - and not one shop¬ 
keeper was willing to 
hand over any alcohol. 

A department spokes¬ 
man said: “We prefer to 
work with businesses to 
educate them and provide 
support on preventing 
sales of alcohol to child¬ 
ren rather than taking 
enforcement action. 

“However, we also use 
volunteers under 18 to 


test that shops are com¬ 
plying with the law re¬ 
garding age-restricted 
products. 

“The test purchase 
operations, carried out 
throughout the year, are 
not always just for alcohol 
but could be for anything 
with an age limit such as 
tobacco or knives. 

“The shops are often 
randomly picked for a test 
purchase, but operations 
could be intelligence-led, 
perhaps from reports of 
under-age sales from the 
public or information 
from the police.” 

Cllr Tony Orgee, county 
council cabinet member 
for the economy and 
environment, said: “This is 
a very pleasing result and 
proves that the work being 
done by trading standards 
is really making a dif¬ 
ference. 


“Unfortunately, some 
shops have failed in the 
past. In those instances 
the shops are offered 
additional training from 
trading standards and 
given point-of-sale mat¬ 
erials to explain to staff 
and customers the rules.” 

Many retailers, inclu¬ 
ding all the larger super¬ 
market chains, now have 
a Challenge 25 policy, 
where if someone trying 
to buy an age-restricted 
product appears to be 
under 25 - in the opinion 
of the shop assistant - 
they will be challenged to 
prove that they are over 
18.

Events that continue 


JANUARY 

T HE year started with empty premises 
where Woolworths had once been in 
Newmarket’s High Street. The shop closed 
just after Christmas with the collapse of the 
chain nationally. 

Newmarket Conservative Club also 
closed after more than 100 years due to 
falling income. 

Work started on the controversial 
£600,000 revamp of the town’s busy 
Clocktower junction - despite a plea by 
town councillors to delay the work. 

But on a positive note, the town’s new 
pool successfully opened after delays and 
wrangles over the cost - believed to be 
around £15 million - and the new SOS bus 
project, to aid revellers suffering from the 
effects of drink or drugs, got under way. 

An ambitious plan to establish a new 
horse park on the outskirts of Newmarket, 
linked with the London 2012 Olympics, was 
announced with the submission of a 
planning application. 

There was joy when parents learned that 
their campaign to save popular Paddocks 
Primary School in Newmarket from closure 
had succeeded. 


FEBRUARY 

P lans for a £1.55 million revamp of 
Newmarket’s historic Memorial Hall 
suffered a blow when district councillors 
refused to give cash support. The town 
council, which owns the hall, had hoped for 
up to £1 million from Forest Heath District 
Council. 

Hopes of a boost for Mildenhall by 
Marshall’s Aerospace interests moving 
there from Cambridge were dealt a blow 
when Ministry of Defence chiefs said there 
were “legal, financial and commercial” 
problems. 

District councillors made a step towards 
mounting a legal challenge over the 
controversial switch to two-tier schools. 

Jockey Bear, Newmarket Town Football 
Club’s new mascot, made his first 
appearance. 

MARCH 

A new scheme to care for patients 

suffering terminal, or serious illnesses, 


in their own homes was announced by St 
Nicholas Hospice Care. 

Plans for a Majestic Wine warehouse at 
Newmarket’s Clocktower junction ran into 
opposition from the town council and the 
Save Historic Newmarket action group. 

A woman escaped serious injury when a 
gas explosion wrecked her bungalow in 
Laureate Gardens, Newmarket. Neighbours 
went to her aid. 

The growing controversy over the dozen 
stone balls on the new roundabout at 
Newmarket’s Clocktower junction led to a 
petition on the 10 Downing Street website 
and calls for the balls, imported from China 
at a cost of nearly £1,000 each, to be 
replaced. 


APRIL 

T 7illagers in Moulton started a campaign 
V to save their two post women. There 
were plans to move them to Newmarket 
sorting office rather then keeping them 
based in the village. 

New police powers were introduced to 
ban troublemakers from Newmarket town 
centre. 

Controversy continued to rage about the 
stone balls on the roundabout and a new 
row was about to start with the revelation 
of plans by Lord Derby to build 1,200 new 
homes on his land at Hatchfield Farm, 
Newmarket. 

Market traders complained about a 
council clamp-down on parking their vans 
on Newmarket Market Square. 

Sam Burrows, nine, escaped serious 
injury, when he was in collision with a car 
outside his home in Mill Hill, Newmarket. 
His parents praised emergency services 
and passers-by for coming to his aid. 

MAY 

T he Clocktower roundabout controversy 
took on a new twist with the mysterious 
appearance of a “family” of garden gnomes 
in the middle of it. They were later given a 
“gnome” by Newmarket police. 

Seven people were arrested after violence 
broke out at the Guineas race meeting. 

There was tragedy when estranged 
couple Christine and Keith McDonald were 
found dead at what had formerly been their 


home in New Cheveley Road, Newmarket. 

A man was detained under the Mental 
Health Act after Mary Griffiths, who taught 
fitness classes at Newmarket leisure centre, 
died from wounds inflicted at her home in 
Bury St Edmunds. 

A woman aged 66 was revealed as about 
to become Britain’s oldest mum. Elizabeth 
Adeney, of Lidgate, refused to talk to 
reporters about her pregnancy. 

A row broke out over a council clamp- 
down on tables and chairs on the 
pavement as well as advertising A-boards. 
The move was part of a campaign to “Clean 
Up” the town. 

TUNE 

H otel chain, Oxford Hotels and Inns 
Management, was fined £30,000 after 
health inspectors found “filthy” kitchens at 
Mildenhall’s Riverside Hotel. 

The company was also ordered to pay 
£8,000 costs. 

Former champion jockey Richard 
Dunwoody was well into his stride in his 
bid to match a 200-year-old feat of walking 
1,000 miles in 1,000 hours. 

He was walking up and down the same 
stretch of Bury Road, Newmarket, between 
The Bedford Lodge Hotel and the town’s 
war memorial. 

The completed SOS bus was revealed 
after nearly £75,000 was spent to kit it out 
as refuge for revellers. Part of it was also 
fitted out to the same specification as an 
ambulance to deal with medical 
emergencies. 

The county council elections saw 
Conservatives retain control in Suffolk with 
existing councillors Bill Sadler, Lisa 
Chambers and Colin Noble being joined by 
Stephen Frost, who took the Mildenhall 
seat previously held by Roger Pendleton 
who stood down due to ill health. 

Three brothers were cleared of attempted 
murder at a funeral in Newmarket a year 
earlier. 

A case of swine flu led to the temporary 
closure of Burwell Village College Primary 
School.

JULY 

T here was sadness when brave charity 
fundraiser Liam Fairhurst died at the age 
of 14 after a four-year battle with cancer. The 
Soham youngster helped to raise more than 
£320,000 for children’s cancer charity CLIC 
Sargent. 

The Town Pastors scheme was hailed a 
success after it was revealed that volunteers 
from local churches took more than 200 
dangerous items from revellers during the 
first three months in operation. 

Richard Dunwoody completed his 1,000- 
mile walking challenge by passing the 
finishing post at Newmarket racecourse 
accompanied by supporters including racing 
legend Lester Piggott. 

The Newmarket Nights pop shows at the 
racecourse were under way with US girl band 
Pussycat Dolls among the acts. 

Plans to switch police briefing sessions at 
Mildenhall were criticised as a “down¬ 
grading” of Newmarket’s police station. 
Suffolk police chiefs said the move would 
result in greater efficiency. 

AUGUST 

R acing industry leaders stepped in to the 
campaign against the plans for 1,200 
homes on the edge of the town and warned 
that it would lead to the end of the town as 
racing’s historic headquarters. 

Former racehorse trainer Pip Payne, 61, 
was found hanged in woods near his 
Hamilton Road home. 

Tributes were paid to Kenneth Kemp- 
Turner, Newmarket’s first mayor, who died in 
a Kent nursing home aged 97. 

A couple returned from holiday just an 
hour after a car crashed into their bungalow 
in Norfolk Avenue, Newmarket. 

Vandals burned an artificial cricket surface 
on The Severals green, Newmarket. 

The former Woolworths store reopened as 
a branch of QD, the discount chain and many 
former Woolworths staff got new jobs. 


victed, but were given absolute discharges. 

Controversial councillor Terry Waters 
resigned before he was due to face a disci¬ 
plinary hearing by the Adjudication Panel for 
England. The Conservative member of Forest 
Heath District Council was accused of 
breaching the councillors’ code of conduct. 

Suffolk County Council agreed a £1 million 
contribution towards the Home of 
Horseracing project based on Palace House 
stables, Newmarket. The scheme is intended 
to create a major tourist attraction. 

Rekha Kumari-Baker, 41, was sentenced to 
33 years in jail for murdering her two 
daughters at her home in Stretham. 

OCTOBER 

T he revamp of the town’s Memorial Hall 
could be getting a £90,000 boost after 
Forest Heath District Council offered to use 
“planning gain” cash it held from Tesco. But 
the deal was subject to the supermarket 
chain’s agreement. The project was 
previously given the go-ahead to apply for a 
£500,000 Public Works loan. 

Cash-strapped Forest Heath District 
Council announced it was facing a £4 million 
budget shortfall over the next five years - 
mainly as a result of falling interest rates 
because of the recession. 

Parents made a last-ditch bid to save 
middle schools at a meeting with the 
Independent Schools Adjudicator. 

Muslim leader Ahsan Mohammed made a 
plea for calm after a spate of racial incidents. 
He also said that Newmarket’s growing 
Muslim population needed a mosque. 

Parrot Houdini was banned from buses 
after drivers said he would be a distraction 
when travelling on his owner’s shoulder. But 
Michael Burdette-Deakin, from Newmarket, 
got around the ban by fitting Houdini with a 
harness. 

The Majestic Wine warehouse plans were 
approved by councillors after they were 
changed to a smaller building than originally 
proposed. 


SEPTEMBER 

R acehorse trainer Sir Mark Prescott was 
prosecuted for breaching the hunting 
ban. A private prosecution was brought by 
the International Fund for Animal Welfare 
(IFAW) against him and television chef 
Clarissa Dickson-Wright. They were con¬ 


NOVEMBER 

t was a month of Royal visitors with the 
Queen at the Animal Health Trust at 
Kentford and the Princess Royal officially 
opening the new Newmarket Leisure Centre 
and swimming pool. 

A coroner described the deaths of 


estranged couple Keith and Christine 
McDonald as “one of the most tragic” cases 
he had to deal with. He recorded that Mrs 
McDonald was unlawfully killed and Mr 
McDonald took his own life. 

Parking charges were set to rise in 
Newmarket - four years after they were 
controversially introduced. Forest Heath 
District Council was considering proposals to 
put up the two-hour fee from 30p to 50p and 
three-hour fee from 60p to £1. 

Newmarket College challenged an Ofsted 
report which branded it “inadequate”. School 
governors and head Dr Bob Cadwalladr 
complained that the report was based on 
out-of-date exam results. 

John McFarlane, 40, was jailed for fife for 
killing Newmarket fitness instructor Mary 
Griffiths with a bolt gun normally used on 
animals. 

Town councillors rejected a plea to pay for 
an additional Police Community Support 
Officer. Opponents of the move argued that 
tax payers would by “paying twice” for the 
police if the council agreed to add £15,000 to 
tax bills for the officer. 

Richard Spring, the town’s MP since 1992, 
announced he would not be standing for re- 
election. 

DECEMBER 

V andals who burned wreaths at the 

Cheveley war memorial were condemned 
by ex-service organisations. 

Members of Newmarket Conservative Club 
agreed that their empty building could be 
leased to the town’s Snooker Centre for five 
years. 

There was disappointment when the 
Schools Adjudicator ruled that middle 
schools in Newmarket and Mildenhall could 
close as part of Suffolk County Council’s 
switch to two-tier education. 

An “amnesty” was agreed for Christmas 
when legal action over advertising boards in 
Newmarket High Street was suspended 
following complaints from shopkeepers. 

A woman jumped from a first floor window 
to escape a fire in her flat at George Lambton 
Avenue, Newmarket. A man, believed to be 
her partner, was rescued by firefighters. Both 
were taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

A £3 million extension to Ditton Lodge 
Primary School was approved by 
Cambridgeshire County Council.

A S far as I’m 
concerned, this 
time of year 
needs a healthy dose 
of panto fun. 

Luckily, Cambridge has 
one of the best pantomime 
teams I know and this 
year’s Dick Whittington 
presents another sure-fire 
hit. 

Armed with just a 
hanky on a stick, Dick 
arrives in London amid the 
worst recession since 
1492. 

Here he finds that, 
though the streets aren’t 
paved with gold, they are 
filled with friendly faces 
and pretty girls - including 
Alice, the beautiful trainee 
plumber. 

But the course of true 
love never did run smooth 
- especially when you 
throw in men in lipstick 
and the odd power-hungry 
rat - and Dick must prove 
his virtue before winning 
the hand of his fair - yet 
practical-minded - 
maiden. 

Like all good pantos, 
Dick Whittington is filled 
with laughs on all levels. 
And thanks to the winning 
comedy formula of Brad 
Fitt and Matt Crosby I was 


just as tickled by the 
falling over and water-in- 
the-face gags as I was by 
the shameless double¬ 
entendres. 

The night’s audience 
seemed particularly 
rowdy, picking up on 
jokes that I suspect 
weren’t necessarily 
intended. 

That’s one of the great 
things about panto - the 


crowd has just as big a 
role as the cast, giving 
the entertainment a real 
organic, unpredictable 
edge. 

Congratulations go to 
Ruth in the stalls, who 
handled being picked on 
at various points 
throughout the show with 
good grace, not to 
mention Alexander - 8 
going on 22 - who stole 


the song-sheet scene 
with a detailed rendition 
of his Christmas list that 
no-one was expecting. 

As ever, we were 
treated to some 
fabulously outlandish 
costumes, plenty of 
song-and-dance numbers 
and several spectacular 
sets. 

The energy and effort 
behind this show comes 


out in each performance, 
inevitably infecting the 
audience to create that 
magical panto vibe.

JOSEPH and the Amazing Technicolor 
Dreamcoat was a bit of a revelation for 
me. 

Sure -1 knew the story from the 
Bible but what the good book missed 
out, and what the genius of Tim Rice 
and Andrew Lloyd Webber added, was 
glitz, glamour, Elvis and, in this 
production, inflatable sheep. 

The singing was excellent with star 
Craig Chalmers producing a faultless 
performance. Tara Bethan as the 
narrator belted out a strong 
performance and Stephen Webb was a 
charismatic Pharaoh (Elvis) - though 
his jump-suited impression was 
somewhat dampened by the acoustics 
of the Corn Exchange which made 
much of his performance 
incomprehensible. Sadly - because he 
sounded brilliant. 

If there’s one criticism it’s that the 
show has become, by all accounts of 
those who’ve seen other versions in 


the West End, a bit simplified and rests 
too heavily on the shoulders of the 
main character. What you don’t get is 
the crucial relationship between 
Joseph and Benjamin as all the 
limelight shines on Chalmers. That 
loss of depth is a regret for adults 
watching the show. OK - and one other 
small niggle is Chalmers’ tan... a tad 
orange with a hint of autumn shades 
which doesn’t really help in the prison 
scenes when he’s supposed to be 
stuffed in a dungeon. 

But - the whinges are only on 
reflection as the powerful talent on 
stage and rip-roaring production 
certainly got everyone moving and I’d 
give the whole thing 9 out of 10.

Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Send off change of address cards.

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Grow beautiful flowers 
with minimum of fuss 


Y ou can bag a 
potted bargain 
now if you look in 
the shops - and if you 
want something that 
can last for years with 
the minimum of fuss, it's 
worth choosing an 
orchid. 

Many people are put off by 
the cost, but IVe seen large, 
exotic-looking moth orchids 
(Phalaenopsis) in shades of 
pink and cream reduced from 
£9.99 to under a fiver in my 
local Marks & Spencer, and 
I’m informed that many 
branches across the country 
have the same offer while 
stocks last. 

Perhaps orchids are not 
traditionally the plant 
associated with the festive 
season, but their long, arching 
stems bearing sprays of 
beautifully marked, delicate- 
looking flowers look great in 
both modern and traditional 
settings. 

Moth orchids are widely 
grown and well-suited to life 
indoors, requiring a minimum 
temperature of 16C. I bought 
one in Ikea and kept it on an

airy kitchen windowsill, where 
it flowered for four months 
until it finally needed a rest in 
November. 

These plants don’t have a 
yearly cycle of producing 
flowers, and can develop 
flower spikes at any time. Cool 
nights are important, so allow 
a dip of a few degrees. 

Once they’ve finished 
blooming, cut the flowered 
stems back to just above a 
joint, two up from the base, 
using a pair of sharp 
secateurs. It should draw up 
another spike within a few 
weeks, although mine didn’t 
show any signs of life for 
several months until a new 
branch appeared, producing a 
string of beautiful blooms. 

Their rambling roots spread 
across the surface of the pot 


and out, searching for 
nutrients. The roots contain 
chlorophyll and therefore 
produce energy from light, so 
grow the plants in clear pots - 
it’s also a good way to see if 
the roots are wet or dry. 

Trends are changing as 
people start to shy away from 
the big, showy flowers to the 
more dainty, subtle and 
smaller-flowered types. 

Slipper orchids 
(Paphiopedilums), trendy in 
Victorian times with their 
waxy leaves and lip-shaped 
pouch at the front of the 
flower, are again becoming 
popular. The flowers are 
usually long-lasting and can 
remain in bloom for months. 

Some people have veered 
away from orchids in the past, 
fearing they may need a lot of 
maintenance. But these 
elegant plants, which 
originate from South-East 
Asia, are actually tough old 
birds which don’t like too 
much fuss. 

It’s generally overwatering 
that kills them, and they are 
becoming easier to grow as 
nurseries bring out new 
varieties. Most hybrids come 
from hot, humid forests and 
like a warm, tropical climate. 


It’s a myth that they must be 
shaded, because they do well 
on windowsills and flower 
more freely if given some sun. 
However, it’s best to keep 
them out of direct sunshine in 
the summer - and don’t make 
the mistake of moving them 
from somewhere very shaded 
into direct sunlight, or they 
will suffer leaf scorch. 

Some orchid-lovers mist the 
plants regularly, but they 
really don’t need to. 

Orchids should just be 
watered once a week by 
immersing the pot into a bowl 
of tepid water until it’s moist 
all through. Then lift the pot 
out and sit it on a draining 
board for a few minutes before 
putting it back into its 
permanent pot. 

The plant should be allowed 
to dry out between watering. 

Use a half-strength liquid 
feed for orchids. Add it each 
time you water the plant, 
which you need to do more 
frequently in summer. 

Moth orchids should be 
repotted about once a year - 
you can buy specific compost 
for orchids from garden 
centres. It’s expensive, but 
worth it as it has the right mix 
of nutrients.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Reeves: We’re ones to watch 


HAVING reached the halfway point of the 
season with 10 wins out of 10 in Eastern 
Counties One, it is not just promotion in the 
sights of Newmarket.
